Death came quietly Wednesday even- 
ing, November 8, to Brother Lambert, 
former president of Stanislaus, at the 
Mercy Hospital :n New Orleans. His 
funeral services will be held in the 
Chur of Our Lady of the Gulf, Bay St. 
Louis Friday at 9:00 a.m. Rt. Rev. 
Msgr. A. J Gmelch will be celebrant of 
the Requiem High Mass. 

Brother Lambert (Sidney Fairfield) 
was born in Port Huron, Michigan on 
November 17, 1876. He entered the 
Brothers of the Sacred Heart at Arth- 
abaskaville, Quebec, Canada in 1889, 
He was assigned to Saint Stanislaus 
and was professed several years later. 
as a teacher in 1895 and distinguished 
himself as a conscientious teacher with 
the ability to secure perfect discipline 
both in the class room and out of it. 
He remained at Saint Stanislaus until 
1904, and assisted in the reconstruction 
of the College after the disastrous fire 
of the previous year. 

He served as vice-president on sev- 
eral occasions at Saint Stanislaus, and 
was president for two terms, the last 
being from 1919 to 1925. He was a 
administrator both with the 
the parents of the 


popular 
townspeople and 
students. 

Brother Lambert was esteemed high- 
ly by his Brothers and was elected by 
them three times to represent them at 
the highest council of the Brothers in 
Europe. In 1931 he was appointed Pro- 
vincial Superior of the Brothers in the 
United States and held this position for 
two terms, resigning in 1937. His was 
an arduous task, especially with the 
Depression at its height. The matter of 
financing the numerous works of the 
Brothers during those lean years caused 
him many a heartache and began the 
undermining of his magnificent con- 
stitulion, 

He served as Principal of St. Aloy- 
sius in New Orleans from 1937 to 
1943; Catholic High in Baton Rouge 
from 1926 to 1931; and Devereux 
Hall in Natchez from 1943 to 1945 
when his health forced him to relin- 
quish most of his duties, 

Brother Lambert was retired to St. 
_ Stanislaus September 23, 1950 and 
‘seemed to gain in vigor and strength. 
However, last week his heart began to 
_show signs of strain and he was brought 
to New Orleans Monday evening and 
entered Mercy Hospital. He passed 
away quietly Wednesday evening at 
6:10 p.m. 

He will be buried inthe Bros.’ Ceme- 
tery on the grounds of Saint Stanis- 
_laus. His funeral will be attended by 
many Brothers from houses in the vi- 
cinity.

Capt. R. N. Kallock Buried 
In Arlington Cemetery; 
First of Korean War 


Mr. and Mrs. Frank Cassidy accom- 
panied their daughter, Mrs. Shirlty Ann 
Kallock to Arlington, Va., for the 
burial rites of Captain R. N. Kallock 
who was killed in the Korean War 
area. They returned home this week. 

Following is an account of the fun- 
eral services taken from the Washing- 
ton, (DC) Post 

Funeral services, with military hon- 
ors, were held in Arlington Cemetery 
for Capt. Ralph N. Kallock, 30, of 
Braddock, Pa., the first Air Force cas- 
ualty of the Korean war to be buried 
there. 

Gen. Hoyt S. Vandenberg, Air Chief 
of Staff and many other members of the 


Air Force attended the funeral of the: 
als 


officer who was killed September 
when a B-26 in which he was a crew 
member crashed on the Japanese main- 
land. The medium bomber of the 3rd 
Air Group was on a Korean bombing 
mission when it crashed. 

Capt. Kallock, a group gunnery of- 
ficer for the Far East Air Force, was 
on the misison as a gunner. Although 
he was unable to parachute out of the 
bomber, which had developed mechan- 
ical trouble, the pilot and navigator 
were able to bail out safely. 

The captain had been with the Air 
Force since 1942, and had joined the 
Far East Air Force in Tokyo last Au- 
gust. During World War II he served 
in the China-Burma-India Theatre with 
the 10th Air Force as an armament 
officer. For his service in World War 
II he received the Purple Heart and 
the Air Medal. 

He leaves his widow, Mrs. Shirley 
Kallock, and a young daughter, 
Sheron, both of Bay St. Louis, Miss, 
his father, George E. Kallock, and his 
brother, Albert: R. Kallock, both of 
Braddock, Pa.

The entire pageant is enacted on one 
of the Wichita mountains near Lawton 
where a stone city depicting the Holy 
City has been erected. This together 
with the rugged terrain and picturesque 
mountain background has created a set- 
ting which adds greatly to the realism 
of the story. 

Among others who came to view the 
Pageant on Easter Sunday, in 1935 
was a group of Washington officials. 

Impressed with the work that had 
been done, they gave the “Little Min- 
ister” a grant from WPA which paid 
for the building of the holy city and 
the church.

FORM OF GOVERNMENT 

Since 1927, Bay Saint Louis has 
operated under the commission form of 
government. The governing body, called i 
the Commission Council, is composed 
of a mayor, a commissioner of finance, 
and a commissioner of public utilities. 
The Council, which has jurisdiction . 
over all matters pertaining to the muni- 
cipality, meets on the first and third 
Monday of every month, and the meet- 
ings are open to the public. The mayor | 
and the commissioners are elected for 
four years each.and may succeed them- 
selves indefinitely. Each receives a sal- 
ary of $3600.
